The
voice of the i«ople, like a vcice of thunder, from
all points of the compass, has vindicated their
devotion to the Union, and has re affirmed their
sound judgment and enlightened conviwtioas with
the emphasis of an earthquake.
The prophecy of Mi. Webster, that " utter the

second of November the whig party, as a national

party, will exist only in history," we apprehend,
begins its fulfilment from this morning. The ties
which Jipve heretofore bound the whig na¬

tional pr.rty together are riven in twain.
In truth, there has been bat a nominal co-opera¬
tion between the several great divisions of the

party, since the last fatal Baltimore Convention.
The seed sown broadcast over Nw York and the
North, by beward and his instruments of abolition
sedition, bed produoed its bitter t'ruiU. A chasm,
too deep and wide to be closed up or bridged ovor,

had been ur.de between the Seward faction and the

wbigE of toe south and their conservative brethren
of the North, and their final separation *a? inevi¬
table. It has comc. The national whig party is

dissolved. " It exists only in history.'' It was,
but is no more.

We may, therefore, anticipate, as the next thing
in order, the re crg-uiiz&tion of the shattered ele-
inents of the late whig party. There can be no

more fraternising, on their Baltimore resolutions,
between Southern w»igs and the cohorts of Seward-
ism. The former have only now to rally upon some

independent j latform, together with the conserva¬

tive whigs of the North, for they are now too late
to fall in with the national democratic party. The
beward faction may be oxpectod to show the eleven
foot. Their natural alternative is to join the
free soil and abolition factions of all shtdes,
n the formation of a great, overshadowing
Korthern anti-slavery party, with toward at the
head, and Greeley at the tail. But the buck of the
serpent ii broken, and a few more lusty blows will
kill it outright.
The democratic parly have now a splendid career

openci befcre them, and if they fail to appropriate
it to the proper advancement of all the great In¬
terest* of the oountry, domestic and foreign, they
will be held to their responsibility in due season.

But we sht.ll lock to General Pierce's administra¬
tion for a domestic policy and a foreign policy

; which shall not omy promote the internal glory and
profperitj of the Union, bat the extension of its
power and influence among the nationsjof the earth.

The State or Knrope.
The eyes of Europe are fixed on Paris. The de-

noueuientof the drama or comcdy, as you may please
to style it, whioh was produced cn the Fronjh stago
in I84d, and has ever since been drawing out itslong
'cngth before a wondering public, is now close at
hand. The amnesty has replaced tho bill of the
stnge manager, and the whole troupe, from the me-
lo-dtmocra.ic hero to the figwantu in white robes
and gTeen sa?hcs, are gathered before tbo faot-ligbts,
to wi'.ness the final doom of the reoublic and the
apotheosis of I>ouis Napoleon. Ere this, in all proba¬
bility, his modest scruples will have been overcome,
aud. amid the ibouts of a gratiflcd people, tho Prinee
President will have suffered the imperial crown to
be placed on his bead. Unpromising as were the
Fur da< a>%lts, and the return from Strasbourg, the
remits of his southern tour have exceeded his most
brilliant expectations : city after cily has knelt in
tho dust at hit feet: mayors, prefects, and people,
have vitd with eaeh other in professions ofa ttaebment
to bii p»r>on and anxiety for tho restoratian of the
empire. "La Fiawt .v'cnwu?." said, some years ago,
one of the most f*m<>us M-t'prils of th» capital, *o
account for an apparently inexplicable revulsion in
public opinion. The epigram was not more witty
than the sentence was ju«t. Nor was it less true of
that day than of the present. France is weary
.weary of the name of a republic, accepted
partly from an unwillingness to oppose it,
and partly from weariness of monarchy : weary
of constant changes and alarms; weary of ha-
ving the rapptl beaten in the streets, and roups
d'etat threatened or exfwted; weary of a state of 1
society in which every man was compelled, from a

regard for his own safety, if not from higher consi¬
derations, to keep a constant watch on the movements
ef government. For an idle, thoughtless, laughter-
lovirg people like the French, it is questionable whe¬
ther any firm of government is preferable to the
despotic. It relieves them from the necessity of
thinking seriously; anl this to them is no small
boon. Though individual liberty may bo curtailed
.though the representatives may be tongue-tied,
and the pen of the journalist blunted, property will
be secure, aud the person will be inviolate. Under
an imperial regime the opera will flourish; large
subventions WtU enable managers to produce spark¬
ling comedies and vaudevilles, with clevor actors,
and to place the pit within the roash of the most
modest purses; the boulevards will be gay, as of
yore; literature will be encouraged, and the manu-
iactures of objects of Uste and luxary will thrive,
under the splendid patronage of an aristocratic
court; tbe thoughts of the lower classes being
confined in the channel of their private avocations,
by a iudicious system of trammels on freedom, each
will a'tain a higher degree of individual prosperity
than was possible when politics absorbed half hi*
time and energies. Thus, the empire will realize
the main requisites to a Frenchman's happiness
pattern cl cirttur*. Is more retired to explain the
imperialist tendencies of Franoet
Nothing, of oourse, U known a* yet of the social

and political changes whi :h will flow f-om the pro-
clamati ?n of the emnire. What remains of the
enh'/tutifi, rL'i, k. (.robiMItty, beoonstgnel to
bt ru'.t , ;t fcuiri, *>»» imitation « the

charter ( T) of the old empire will be attenpdi
Bit what mmn of liberty this will vouchsafe to
theaaiknit is impossible to foresee. Weareeqaally
is the dark, whether wo examine the spirit of the
people or the character of their ruler. The latter
we only know aa a politic schemer, who will allow no
obstacle to interfore with the execution of hit plans
.a nan of indomitable will and unshakable per
leversnoe, whom ho danger can arrest.no defeat
subdue ; but of his love for abstract liberty
we have no means of judging. The people are,
if possible, a still greater enigma. They are

tolerably eontented monarchists one day, fair ave¬

rage republicans the next, raving socialists on the
third; and on the fourth, they teemed frenzied by a

mania to get rid of the last veitige of their liberty.
Whether the next scene will find them Iriends of
constitutional government, or a willing slave to a

derpot, it is impossible to conjecture. There are

equal reasons for expocting either; and we will not
adventure a prophecy at a risk. v

Whatever be the result of the change, as regards
the people of Prance, it is certain that the Emperor
will be regarded by the nations of Europe in a vsry
different light from the President. The tone of Tin
Timta has materially altered within the last few
days, and it now throws oat plain hints that its ani¬
mosity will be charmed away if the Preneh army is
reduced and the Emperor shows symptoms of an
amicable disposition towards Great Britain. Aus¬
tria and Russia would prefer any dynastic govern¬
ment in Prance to a republic, even though they
were compelled to fraternies with the nephew of
Napoleon. It is not probable that the veteran
statesmen who are in power at Vienna and St. Pe¬
tersburg are deluding themselves into the belief that
the empire will be perpetual, or even of longer du¬
ration than any of its predecessors; but ephemeral
though it may be, it is infinitely preferable to a re¬

public. It is, at all event*, a truce to the great so¬

cial war, which will certainly break out at the first
favorable opportunity.

It seems to be the prevailing opinion that in case
of a war between Great Britain and Franoe, Prussia
would probably tide with the former, while Austria
would remain neutral, in the hope of crushing the
rising power of Prussia in Germany. Notwithstanding
the military honors paid to the memory of the Duke ot
Wellington, it is well known that the cabinet at Vien¬
na is far from cherishing the most friendly feelings
towards the English. The common bond of interest
which united Austria and Britain in their resistance
to Napoleon, no longer exists at present; and the far¬
mer has so more deadly foe than the free press and free

I people of the latter. Prussia, on the other hand, is
a sure ally of Great Britain, and would take part,

| without hesitation, in any struggle between that
| country and France. Russia's policy is obviously to
i remain nentral until the dyke which the central

1 European monarchies now constitute against the en¬
croachments of democracy, be broken down. Then
.so far as we can judge from what we Bee to day.
the must take the lead in the great struggle between
hereditary and popular rights. Austria, Prussia,
and perhaps some of the minor Gorman powers, will
flock round her banners. But the roal enemy of the
people will be Russia.
Meanwhile, Great Britain, like this country, is

looking with tolerable indifference on the signs of
the times on the Continent, ller internal politios.
flat as they really are.seem to bo engrossing public
attention. Parliament is to moet on the 4th inst.,
'or tho despatch of business. Earl Derby is prepar-
cd to open tho houses, without a policy.without a

part}.without a measure resolved on. A protec¬
tionist by principle, he has pledged himself to carry
out the frco trade doctrine, in obedience to the»will
of his constituents.

minister of England will have played tho part of a

Tub Target Companies of New Yorjs..We are
at a loss whether to admire most the spirit of our

volunteer fire companies, or of our volunteer mili¬
tary companies; both are admirable, and are, per¬
haps, without a parallel in the world. Both are

unpaid, and both are kindred, and spring from the
same source. But it id more immediately with the
military spirt that we have at present to do.
Tn another column we pablieh a table, giving an

account of tbo names and number of muskets of
the volunteer military companies that have passed
our office during the present year, in going to or

returning from annual parades; but, as a very largo
proportion cf the parades are still to eomo off.
November and Ifeoember being the principal
months for these (¦enrsions.it is probable that
not more than two-thirds of the companies have
turned out as yet, and we have not a doubt that
the entire targat companies of New York would
number ten thousand rank and file, thui:.

Making a total of over 10,104
These are entirely distinct from the militia, who

are bound by law, undw a fine, to turn out twice in
tho year, either Ik uniform or without it. They
consist of young men, who form themselves into in¬
dependent companies, and make excursions for
target practice, in which trials of skill take
plaoe, and prize* are awarded, some of them
of great value. They do not wear uniform,
but appear in eitirans dress, (black,) with
glaaed oaps, black bolts, and muskets and ba¬
yonets. They are always accompanied by bands of
malic. Their targots, carried by oolored mea, are

handsomely painted and deoorated with flowers;
and frequently they exhibit, by their riddled ap¬
pearance on returning from the field, the superior
,kill of the contestants. Sometimes half a dozen of
theee companies pass in the day.

It is in this way that oar young men are trained*
without exponse, for the day of battle. They be'
oome first rate marksmen, and acquire tin habit of
taking cm.wbieh is different from the European
plan, bat, in its practisal effects in war, renders the
American soldier superior to all others In the use of
the musket or rifle. It is rolated that at the battle
of New Orleans, many of the British dead were shot
through the eye.
The Mexican campaign affords remarkable exam¬

ples of this fatal precision. Our troops, sometimes
consisting of mere boys, played the must deadly
havoc with the flower of the Mexican army, from
the certainty of theirflre. The Ne<7 York regiments,
which so distinguished themselves In that war, c»-

sisted, for the most part, of the target companies of
(hi* city; sod the Western and Southern rifle regl-
diiK, which did sueb executive, were termed *1-

The bead of the enemy's column went
down before it aa ripe grain be/ore the reapsr. 6till
the enemy came on, over Lis dead, and atill forward
preset d the riflemen.the latter a handful, the for¬
mer a hoet. Bloody was tho carnage. At length
they paused the Mieaisaippi men ou the brink of
the ravine, the Mexican light infantry on tho plain
beyond, the cavalry being driven to cover on their
left. It was not enough for the Mississippians to
hold such moaaea at bay. Their blooJ was up-

J they dashed with one loud yell into the ravine, clam-
bered up the opposite bank, and atood before the
Mexicans on their own aide. Again tho carnage
waa terrible. The column of Ampudia, bloody and
torn, at last lost ita steadiness.it fled in the moat
terrible confusion.
Another incident of this battlo will show the read¬

er atill more clearly the effect of the unerring fire of
American infantry and riflemen. After the Mexi-
cana had failed in their attack on Baena Vista, they
made a determined effort to force their way to the
road at a point nearer the plateau. They brought
down from the mountains opposite, and to the left
of the hacionda, a freah brigade of cavalry, covered
by infantry m all ita passages of ravines. With thl'
they advanced to engage the Mississippi rifiamcn, the
fragment of the Second Indiana volunteers, and the
Third regiment of the same, who were still acting
together, and had near them one howitaer, under
Captain Sherman. These troopa formed so aa to
present an obtuse angle to the enemy. Doth the
.lope he came, in close columns of squadrons,
.nd at an easy hand gallop, all his pennons
flyJug. acme 1,600 of them-the men in full
uniform, the horses beautifully caparisoned. The
march <vas magnificent, reminding one of the cav¬

alry of the olden days. They were the chivalry of
Mexico. Opposite to them were a handful of our
men on foot, without pomp, or glitter, or feathers.
They stood calmly with their pieces at a carry Not
a word was spoken. The rumbling sound of the
earth, as the cavalry brigade swept onward like a

living thunderbolt, appeared to be the only audible
manifestation of tho approaching carnage. They
calculated upon the utter destruction of the little
band. But finding, to their aatonishment, as they
drew near, that not a piece was discharged nor
a man moving, they instinctivoly diminiehed their
gait. They could not understand tho Americana
Inatead oi daahing on, they finally oame to a dead
halt, in the very network of the two lines of fire
The instant they did so, the piece, came down on
both faces of the angle aa if swayed by tho same
hand. For a moment their muzzles moved alowly
about, us ta> h man ftlt for his aim ; then they set
tied steady and firm %a bara of steel. Now, like
he blast of a trumpet, the dreadful word was
ahouted " Fire !" Two aheets of flame converged
on that beautiful brigade. It waa appalling. The
whole head of the oolumn waa prostrated, and rider-
lefa horses, a multitude, and orimaon with blood
acatterol from it in every direction. Before tho
Mexicans could recover the effeeta of this blow,
Sherman eut them up with grape and oanister. Then
came the rapid and deadly firing by file of our rifle¬
men and infantry. No troopa in the world oould
have faced it, without the moat awful aacriSco of
life ; and under it the whole brigade gave way, and
fled to the mountains, leaving the ground literally
covered with its dead. Such ia the effect of target
and rifle practice.
